by which they were joined, to go quite round it, and the fore 
or pellucid part was diftintffly leparated into two Corneas by a 
white Seam that divided them. Each Cornea feemed to have its 
Iris, (orRain-bow-like Circle) and Apertures or Pupilsdi- 
ftindt; and upon opening the Cornea, there was found within 
it two Balls ,or Cryjtalline Humours , very well fhaped; but the 
other parts of it could not be fo well difttr.guifhed, becaufe the 
eye had been much bruifed by the handling, and the inner 
parts confufed and diflocatcd. Ithad four Eye-browes, pla» 
ced in the manner expreft in Figure 4. by a a } b b; a a repre- 
fenting the loner, and b the upper Eyelids. 

Laflly, That juft above the Eyes, as it were in the mid/t of 
the Forehead, was a very deep depreflion,and our of themidft 
of that grew a kind of double Purje or Bagg , C C, containing 
little or nothing in it ; but to fome it feemed to be a producti¬ 
on of the matter defigned for the Nofe, but diverted by this 
Monftrous Conception $ perhaps the Procejjus mammillares 
joined into one, and covered with a thin hairy skin. 


Obferv abler in the Body of the Earl of 
Balcarres. 


Thtfe following Obfervations, were a while fince fent out 
of Scotland by an ingenious perfon, an Eye-witnefs, to ^ir Ko - 
bert Moray } 

1. That the Belly of this Nobleman being opened, the0- 
mentum or Net was found lean and /mall: his Liver very bigg; 
the bigg alfo, filled with a black and thick humour. Mis 
Stomach and Entrails all empty, of a Saffron-colour, diftended 
with wind onely. The Bladder of Gall /welled with a black 
humour : the Kidneys filled with a kind of grumous bbud. 

2. That in the 'Thorax or chejl, the L obes of the Lungs were all 
entire, but of a bad colour $ on the left fide /omewhat black 
and blue, and on the right, whitifh j with a ycllowi/h knob 
under one of the Lobes . 

3. That 
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3. That the Pericardium or the Cafe of the Heart being open- 
ed, there appeared none of that water, in which the Heart ufes 
to fwim » and the external Surface of it, from the Bafe to the 
Tipp , was not fmooth, but very rough. It being cut afiinder, 
a quantity of white and infpiffate liquour run out,and beneath 
the Baje , between the right and left Ventricle, two Jlones were 
found, whereof the one was as bigg as an Almond , the other, 
two Inches long and one broad, havmg three Auricles or crifped 
Anql.es : And in the Orifice of the right Ventricle, there was 
a flcfhy fattifli Matter. 

4. That the whole Body was bloudlefs, thin, and emaciated, 
of a black and bluifh Colour. 

y. The Scull being opened, both the Cerebrum and Cerebellum 
were bigg in proportion to the Body ; and out of it run much 
more Bloud, than was feen in both the other Regions toge¬ 
ther. 

Of the defigned Progref to he made in the 
Breeding of Silkworms., and the Making of 
Silk., in France. 

The French King Henry the Fourth^ having made a general Efta- 
blifhment all over France, of planting and propagating of Mul¬ 
berry-trees, and Breeding of Silkworms , in order to fet up and en¬ 
tertain a Silktrade there j and having profpered fo well in that 
Defign, that in many parts of his Dominions great ftore of 
fuch Trees were raifed, and Multitudes of Silk-works propa¬ 
gated, to the great benefit of the French people, forafmuch as 
it was a confiderable beginning to avoid the tranfport of feve- 
ral Millions abroad for buying of Silks, and withall an excel¬ 
lent means of well-imploying abundance of poor Orphans and 
Widows, and many old, lame, and other indigent and help- 
lefs people; The prefent French King , hath lately revived 
and feconded rhat Undertaking, by giving exprefs order, that 
it fhould be promoted by all poffible means, and particularly 
in the Metropolis of that Kingdom, and round about it,- and 
that for that end the whole way concerning that Work and 
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
